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REMARKS 

Claims 6 t 7, 18, 20, 22 and 24 - 28 are in this application and are presented for 
consideration. Claims 20 and 27 have been amended and new claim 28 has been added. 

The claims have been amended by this second amendment in response to the Advisory 
Action of October 25, 2004. In this Advisory Action, independent claim 6 and dependent 
claims 7 and 18 have been indicated to be allowed Applicant thanks the Examiner for 
indicating the allowance of these claims. 

The Office Action of July 8, 2004 indicates that claims 21 and 23 include allowable 
subject matter and would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. By this amendment, 
claim 20 has been amended to include the features of claim 21. Also new claim 28 has been 
added which includes the features of claims 20 and 23. The subject matter of claims 21 and 
23 are now present in independent form as claims 20 and 28. These claims, and their 
dependent claims, should now be allowable. 

Claim 20 has been amended to read better with regard to antecedent basis. It is 
Applicant's position that the antecedent basis would be understandable from the original claim, 
and the change only more clearly indicates the antecedent basis that would have been naturally 
assumed. Therefore the change to claim 20 is not a new issue. 

Applicant again thanks the Examiner for indicating allowable subject matter. If the 
Examiner has any comments or suggestions which would further favorable prosecution of this 
application, the Examiner is invited to contact Applicant's representative by telephone to 
discuss possible changes. 
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It is position that this amendment now overcomes all of the rejections in this 
application. Applicant respectfully requests that this application be passed to issuance,
